H. W. Bird, thatthe community

A Voluntary Scheme... 

The Registration Bill and the 
ovlery concerning conscription 
(whether dua to taisapprehension 
or not} balong to the past, soit ts 
not warth while reopening -the 
question whether compulsory re- 
gistration is justifiable. It bas 
been decided to rely upon volun- 
tary effort, and tha Government 
is now engaged upon the creation 
of a permanent-~ Emergency 
Services Organisation. We think 
it may be taker for granted that 
this measure will meet with 
general endorsemest. There is 
‘no element of compulsion for the 
most perfervid champion of 
liberty to gird at. Oo the other 
band, the organ‘sation of volun- 
tary effort upon a systenratic 
basis, instead of relying upou 
improvisation, is m measure of 
prudence. At the moment there 
is no patticular unrest in the 
Colony, nor is there any specific 
reason to anticipate any in the 
near future. Disturbances are 
apt to -occye suddenly, how- 
ever (to say notbiog of an 
epidemic of individoal crimes 
of violence), and ‘4 in. any 
case preparation is specially 
advisable im the case of a colony 
in Hoogkorg’s situation. A 
start is being made with a 
special crnstabulary. to be com- 
posed of Britishers and members 
of the foreign communities here. 
The idea of district cantingents, 
each area with suffisient Euro- 
pean residents providing its own, 
isa commendgble one. We trust 
that there will bea prompt and 
adequate resporse. Any would- 
be valunteer no! receiving s form 
should not allow this to damp his 
patriotism. It is possible that, 
through one cause or ‘another, 
there will be cases in which ia- 
dividuals are overlooked when the 
circular furm is. isseued; but a 
2 line to Police Headquarters will 
soon rectify this. A little later 
the suthorities will no doub! de- 
velop the geveral scheme. , The 
measure certainty implies no sort 
of slur upon the loyal o:tizons 
who responded during the sex- 
men’s strike; it ig simply a case 
of orderly versus hurried prepara 
tion:
